photograph as it looked in 1902, is still preserved in the modernized and 
expanded building now occupied by Sparkman-Brand, Inc., Morticians. Colonel 
A. H. Belo came to Texas in 1865 and became the second publisher of the 
Galveston News. He established the Dallas News in 1885 and about the turn 
of the century built this home modeled almost exactly on the Belo Mansion 
at Old Salem, North Carolina, built in 1849. During the nineties George W. 
Loudermilk was associated with Patrick J. Linskie, Dallas’ first funeral direc- 
tor. His first location was in the old Oram Building on Main Street. Later the 
firm was located on the present site of Corporation Court and in the old 
Linskie Building where the White Plaza Hotel now stands, In 1920, Will R. 
Sparkman purchased the Loudermilk Company and operated as Loudermilk- 
Sparkman for many years. In 1926 the firm moved into the old Belo Home. 
Louis N. Sparkman, actively associated with his father for many years, now 
heads the firm. The original Belo Mansion with its Corinthian Columns, lace- 
work iron grilles and cast iron lions and dogs has long been one of the best- 
known landmarks of Old Salem.

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The Turning Tide 


A year has passed since Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and his Republican adminis- 
tration were swept triumphantly into 
office, and there must have been times 
during the turmoil of the past several 
months when this conscientious soldier- 
statesman has yearned for the compara- 
tive tranquility of the 
Normandy beach- 
head; for at least in 
the earlier crises of 
his career he was be- 
set only by problems 
which, however se- 
rious, were tailored 
to his experience and 
amenable to solu- 
tion by the applica- 
tion of clear think- 
ing and forthright action. In the remorse- 
less war of practical politics, however, 
where his forces are undisciplined and his 
weapons unfamiliar, he has suffered frus- 
trations this year which would have tried 
the souls of lesser men. 

Indeed, in his moments of meditation 
he must frequently have asked himself 
what it takes to be a good President of the 
United States. A year ago he was the 
apostle of a new political crusade, and 
while he never envisaged himself as a 
knight in shining armor he did believe de- 
voutly in his mission, as he does still. Dur- 
ing the intervening months he has com- 
ported himself well; he has worked faith- 
fully and hard at his job, and he has digni- 
fied his high office with integrity and sin- 
cerity of purpose. And yet, all this being 
true, the tide of public support which car- 
ried him into office a year ago is clearly 
ebbing away. 

This is not to assert that his personal 
popularity has materially declined. Per- 
haps it is still high, though there is scarcely 
a competent observer in Washington to- 
day who does not believe that it has per- 
ceptibly waned. But whatever the facts 
may be with regard to his own popularity 
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with the people it is all too evident that his 
administration as a whole is on a descend- 
ing slope in public favor. Even before the 
recent off-year elections in a number of 
states confirmed the fact, the trend was 
apparent to Republicans and Democrats 
alike. They are generally agreed that the 
tide has changed; and Washington is hum- 
ming with speculation these days over 
what the future holds for the Eisenhower 
regime. 

What undulations in our sensitive politi- 
cal society produced this turning of the 
tide? A variety of factors can be held ac- 
countable, but, broadly speaking, the con- 
sensus of political observers here in the 
Capital is that, first, the public has become 
disenchanted because of its own delusion 
of expecting too much too soon, and, sec- 
ond, an otherwise able administration has 
been repeatedly victimized by its own 
political ineptitude. 

As to the first of these, there is no deny- 
ing that millions of Americans who rode 
the crest of the Eisenhower crusade a year 
ago were exalted by an anticipation of 
widespread political reform, and there is 
no denying either that now, a year later, 
taxes have not been reduced, the budget 
has not been balanced, farm income has 
declined, business is on the brink of some 
recession, the cost of living has risen, and 
even the Korean truce is miserably inde- 
cisive. The obvious explanation that most 
or all of these problems were inherited 
from previous administrations, and that 
there has not been enough time to develop 
a constructive approach to their solution, 
may well be true; but in practical politics 
a factual explanation is a poor substitute 
for the facts themselves in appealing to a 
capricious electorate. 

As to the political ineptitude of the 
Republican hierarchy, there were frequent 
examples through the year, dating from 
the cause celebre of Mr. Wilson and his 
corporate stocks, and extending through 
the Durkin episode and Mr. Benson’s pro- 
nouncements of his farm policies, not to 


mention an assortment of others. Regard- 
less of the merits of the issues involved, 
they were appallingly mishandled from a 
political point of view. In our complex 
political society neither party, of course, 
has a monopoly on ineptitude, but it is a 
bewildering fact, nevertheless, that the 
Republicans in particular can contrive 
consistently to maneuver themselves into 
the most awkward political positions, even 
when they are on sound ground. 

All the speculation over the factors in- 
volved in recent political developments is 
probably supererogatory, anyway, since it 
is historically true that in off-year elec- 
tions — that is, elections held in years 
when the Presidency is not at stake — the 
opposing political party almost invariably 
gains Congressional seats at the expense of 
the party in power. It happens impartially 
to Republican and Democratic adminis- 
trations alike, and under the circumstances 
it would be unusual if the Eisenhower re-

gime did not suffer this customary attrition 
of its strength. Indeed, more of the same 
can be expected next year, if history runs 
true to form, when a third of the Senate 
and the entire membership of the House 
are up for re-election. 

The problem confronting the Republi- 
can administration, however, is that it 
cannot afford, in this instance, to permit 
history to repeat itself, for it has no sur- 
plus available for attrition. In fact, its 
control of Congress is virtually non-exist- 
ent now. In the Senate there are 47 Repub- 
licans, 48 Democrats, and one Independ- 
ent, and in the House 219 Republicans, 
215 Democrats, and one Independent. It 
is obvious that any loss of a little strength 
will mean the loss of all, and in the normal 
course of events that loss of a little 
strength will come to pass inexorably 
in 1954. 

It is a bleak outlook which the Republi- 
can administration faces, and unless it can 
devise some program which will exert a 
fresh appeal among the people it might as 
well become reconciled to a Democratic 
resurgence on Capitol Hill. In any event, 
whatever eventuates from the Eisenhower 
crusade must henceforth be bi-partisan, 
for the whimsicalities of politics have left 
no other way in which it can prevail.

Tue industrial prospect looking 
for a new plant location writes his own 
ticket in Dallas. His choice is wide and 
varied: whether he wants to locate in a 
planned industrial district or select an in- 
dependent site; whether he wants to locate 
close to the downtown area or choose the 
suburbs. 

Private enterprise with initiative and 
foresight has provided Dallas with a vari- 
ety and quality of close-in industrial prop- 
erty unexcelled in the entire South. Dallas 
is especially fortunate in having a num- 
ber of planned industrial districts within 
easy access to its central business district. 

Like other prime advantages offered in- 
dustry by Dallas, the existence of these 


facilities is no accident. Just as Dallas 
pioneer leaders recognized the need for 
adequate rail and highway transport, 
finance and communication service, mod- 
ern Dallas leaders saw the need for plan- 
ned industrial districts years ago and 
backed their judgment with their time 
and resources. 

Foremost among these men are the late 
Leslie Stemmons and the late C. C. 
Weichsel. Today the Trinity Industrial 
District under the skyline of Dallas and

the park-line Air Lawn Industrial Dis- 
trict are monuments to the foresight and 
vision of these two men. 

More than a quarter century ago Leslie 
Stemmons visualized the industrial possi- 
bilities of the swamps of the Trinity, then 
a Dallas liability. He predicted the day 
would come when Commerce and Indus- 
trial Streets would carry more traffic than 
any point in Texas. Today that intersec- 
tion clears a volume of 100,000 vehicles 
a day —and his sons have brought his 
dream to fruition. 

Christian Weichsel visualized the ad- 
vantages of a restricted industrial district 
that would complement a residential area. 
Before his death he saw his dream become

the industrial show place of the South. 
His sons are completing the development 
as their father planned it. 

The railroads serving Dallas and Dal- 
las’ industrial realtors have also played an 
important part in developing and mer- 
chandising industrial property in the Dal- 
las Area. The industrial departments of 
the railroads have worked with developers 
to provide trackage and switching facili- 
ties and to assist national firms engaged 
in decentralizing or expansion operations 
in securing the type of industrial property 
best suited to their needs. 

During the past few years the location 
of motor freight terminals in industrial 
districts and strategic points accessible to 
them have helped coordinate highway and 
rail transport to capitalize on Dallas’ po- 
sition as the hub of rail and motor trans- 
port in the Southwest. 

The dedication of the 1,200-acre Brook 
Hollow Industrial District within the past 
month marks the beginning of another 
outstanding planned industrial district for 
Dallas. W. C. Windsor and his son, W. C. 
Windsor, Jr., plan to invest more than 
$6,000,000,000 before this district is com- 
pleted. Located south of Brook Hollow 
Country Club near Harry Hines Boule- 
vard, this industrial area is only five miles 
from downtown Dallas. 

Almost at the same time John M. Stem- 
mons announced the opening of another 
700 acres for development in the Trinity 
Industrial District. This new area will 
more than double the part of the district 
already developed and occupied by 315 
buildings in the original 500-acre develop- 
ment. Industrial building in this area al- 
ready aggregates $60,000,000,000. 

On the other side of Dallas, Colonel 
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C. R. Tips and the firm Moody and Tips 
are developing a 100-acre tract known as 
Cedar Crest Industrial Park. Located on 
the site of the old Skyline Airport, this 
industrial area is within a four-mile ra- 
dius of the business center of Dallas. The 
new Forest Avenue bridge gives the prop- 
erty a direct connection with the Central 
Expressway and brings it within minutes 
of the Dallas downtown area. 

Actually the property is part of Dallas’ 
central manufacturing district and is sur- 
rounded by established industry. It is also 


easily accessible to high-class residential 
property and shopping centers being de- 
veloped by the same interests. 

On the southwest side of Dallas the 
Santa Fe Industrial District is being de- 
veloped by the Terminal Building Cor- 
poration. This tract of 322 acres is with- 
in the Dallas city limits and also within 
easy access of a large residential area. A 
number of outstanding national distribu- 
tors and manufacturers have already lo- 
cated plants in the area and other addi- 
tions are in the planning stage. 

Across the county on its northeastern 
edge, the Garland Industrial Area pro- 
vides for another type of industrial ex- 
pansion. Firms locating here are primarily 
interested in larger sites and this overall 
area provides approximately 1,000 acres. 

At Rinehart Station the Santa Fe Rail- 
way is also developing a new industrial 
area of 230 acres along Garland Road at 
the intersection of Northwest Highway 
and State Highway 78. 

The Scottdale (Buckner Boulevard) 
Industrial District comprises 330 acres 
lined both east and west of Buckner 
Boulevard. At Mesquite, the Texas and 
Pacific Railway, the Mesquite Chamber 
of Commerce, N. E. Shands and Carl 
Brown are perfecting sub-division and lay- 
out plans for 120 acres of industrial de- 
velopment.

completion of the West Dallas housing 
project gives new importance to the Eagle 
Ford Industrial Area, which provides 
another relatively close-in group of prop- 
erties along the Texas and Pacific. 

At Irving Boulevard and Westmore- 
land the West Trinity Industrial District 
is being developed by Carr P. Collins, 
Paul Wyche and D. D. Bruton. This de- 
velopment adds another 536 acres of in- 
dustrial property to the area. 

Off Hines Boulevard near Record 
Crossing the Arlington Park Industrial 
District being developed by Ross W. 
Smith includes 42 acres. Near Field Circle 
is the Moser Industrial District located 
at Lemmon Avenue and Denton Road. 
It provides another 42 acres for industrial 
development. The St. Louis Southwestern 
Railway has recently purchased 75 acres 
of property on Inwood Road, north of 
Valley View to be used exclusively for in- 
dustrial development. 

Also north of Dallas the Farmers 
Branch Industrial District is being devel- 
oped by Webb Roberts. This property is 
approximately 12 miles northeast of Dal- 
las and its 350 acres of development are 


mostly along Hines Boulevard and High- 
way 77. Industrial development at that 
area is also reaching out into Carrollton, 
where A. A. Lander is developing 75 acres 
along the Frisco Railroad. 

South of Dallas a number of properties 
are being developed for industry along 
the Southern Pacific. An area of approxi- 
mately 102 acres fronting on the east line 
of Highway 75 adjacent to the Verson 
Manufacturing Company is being devel- 
oped along with another 100 acres front- 
ing directly on the west side of the high- 
way and Ledbetter Drive, which is gen- 
erally known as the Smokler Tract. 

Southeast of‘town the Pleasant Mound

Chamber Experts Promote 
Rail and Truck Shipping 


Ever since the founding fathers 
brought in the H. and T.C. and the Tex- 
as and Pacific Railways, by subsidy and 
subterfuge, more than three-quarters of 
a century ago — Dallas has consolidated 
its position as the transportation center 
of the Southwest. That first railroad junc- 
tion marked the turning point in Dallas 
business history and its significance has 
never been forgotten by Dallas civic 
leaders. 

The transportation department of the 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce has been 
serving Dallas carriers and shippers for 
more than 40 years. In 1909 this organiza- 
tion took on the overall job of promoting 
the civic and commercial welfare of 
Dallas. 

This represented a consolidation of 
efforts that had been made through the 
years by the Board of Trade, the Commer- 
cial Club, the Traffic League and the 150,- 
000 Club. In 1911 a group of pioneer 
Dallas business leaders including Alex 
Sanger, T. E. Jackson, A. M. Matson, 
Fred McJunkin and others provided the 
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funds and impetus to set up a transporta- 
tion department in the Chamber. Since 
that time surface transportation has re- 
ceived major attention from _ this 
organization. 

From the beginning, the department 
has been headed by men who thoroughly 
understand the problems of shippers and 
carriers. Grant Maxwell, who became 
the first department manager, had a back- 
ground of experience over a period of 
years as chief clerk of the freight depart- 
ment of the Texas and Pacific Railway. 

He was succeeded by Albert L. Reed, 
who later became one of the outstanding 
transportation attorneys of the South- 
west. At one time during the many years 
Mr. Reed directed the affairs of the de- 
partment, it employed a staff of eight peo- 
ple. During this time it handled the Con- 
solidated Southwest Case, which is per- 
haps the most famous and significant of 
its kind in the transportation history of 
the Southwest. 

Sam Goodstein who has been manager 
of the department since 1930, was associ- 


ated with Mr. Reed for many years as his 
chief clerk and assistant, and actually 
helped Grant Maxwell organize the de- 
partment. He has been staff member of 
the Chamber since 1911. 

Mr. Goodstein first worked for Grant 
Maxwell as a freight clerk in the T. and P. 
office in Dallas. A native of New York 
City, he came here in 1903 and got his 
first job as a messenger boy for the Texas 
and Pacific. Applying the Horatio Alger 
locale formula in reverse, he left the 
city to come to the wide open spaces of 
Texas. 

In those days the Southwestern rail- 
roads were in the forefront of promoting 
immigration to Texas. Reading pulp 
western thrillers and the glamorous en- 
ticements of the western railroads, young 
Goodstein decided that a career as a vest 
maker on the East Side was not for him. 

Railroad service and operation in the 
Southwest presented a far different pic- 
ture at the turn of the century than today. 
That was a period of expansion and ex- 
tension of lines into new territory. The 
modern pattern of rail trunk lines had not 
yet emerged. Rates were flexible and 
passenger passes were distributed almost 
like handbills. Highway transport was not 
even in its infancy and air transport was 
part of Jules Verne. Mr. Goodstein re- 
calls that during the first year, the trans- 
portation department schedule of traffic 
occupied less than one drawer of a small 
filing cabinet. The department was con- 
cerned only with rail and steamship rates;

(seounp was broken last 
month at Brook Hollow Industrial Dis- 
trict, the nation’s largest and most mod- 
ern development of its kind, just five 
miles northwest of downtown Dallas. 

The 1,200-acre project is bounded by 
Grauwyler Road on the north, the old 
channel of Elm Fork on the east and the 
Trinity River diversion channel on the 
west. 

Representing a sponsor's investment of 
$6,000,000 exclusive of Jand costs when 
completed, it will be served by such 
main traffic arteries as Harry Hines Bou- 
levard, the new Inwood-Hampton cutoff 
and Irving Boulevard. It is only three miles 
to Love Field, Dallas’ municipal airport. 

At the groundbreaking Donald V. 
Fraser, president of Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas Lines, drove a spike in a railroad 
tie representing the spur track Katy 
plans to build into the area. Looking on 
were W. C. Windsor and W. C. Windsor, 
Jr., chairman and president of Windsor 
Properties, Inc., developers of the dis- 
trict. 

At the same time Robert Straus, execu- 
tive vice president of Straus-Frank, one 
of the Southwest’s leading distributing 
firms, and other executives held ground- 
breaking ceremonies on their 24¥2 acre 
site on which they plan a plant with 
200,000 square feet of floor space. 

Another 200,000 square feet will be 
utilized by Associated Grocers on a 23% 





acre site in the district. Abe Meyer, presi- 
dent of Associated Grocers, headed a 
group of officials in groundbreaking on 
their site. 

The senior Mr. Windsor voiced an 
optimistic faith in the future of Dallas 
in keynoting the ceremonies. 

“My faith is in the miracle that is 
man — especially if he is a Dallas man,” 
Mr. Windsor said. “The men who built 
Dallas had faith, vision and belief in the 
future and therefore they laid the foun- 
dation for a great tomorrow.” 

Mr. Fraser echoed the faith voiced by 
Mr. Windsor. 

“We of the Katy Railroad share an 
abiding faith in the future of Dallas 
and its continued industrial growth,” he 
said. 

Three Dallas firms are assisting in plan- 
ning and developing the physical charac- 
teristics of the district. They are Broad 
and Nelson, architects, engineers and 
planners; Edward L. Wilson, Jr., consult- 
ing engineer, and the Lambert Land- 
scape Company, landscaping consultants. 

Utilities and streets have been planned 
with full cooperation of city and county 
Officials with standards equal to or 
greater than the minimum requirements 
of governmental units, Mr. Windsor said. 

Development of the site is continu- 
ing on schedule unaffected by recent legal 
action involving railroad service to the 
area.

DeSoto Paint Opens Dallas 


D: SOTO Paint and Varnish 
Company last month opened the South’s 
largest paint operation and the world’s 
most modern in its new plant just north- 
east of the Dallas city limits in Garland. 

Located on a 20-acre tract at Shiloh 
Road and Forest Lane, the plant has a 
capacity for producing 1,600,000 gallons 
of paint annually and can be expanded 
easily to increase production to 3,000,000 
gallons a year. 

The operation was moved here from 
Memphis, Tennessee, where it was 
founded in 1901. DeSoto manufactures 
trade sales paint and industrial finishes. 

A two-story brick building houses 
executive and general offices and labora- 
tories. It is completely air-conditioned 
and is equipped to pipe music over an 
inter-communication system. 

The paint factory is a three-story build- 
ing including mixing and grinding opera- 
tions and warehouse storage. The com-

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plete operation encompasses 145,000 


square feet of floor space. 

A third building is scheduled for com- 
pletion at the end of the year to produce 
paint liquids and various clear resin solu- 
tions used in the manufacture of paints 
and varnishes. 

In conjunction with DeSoto’s plant 
operation there is a tank farm nearby 
to supply solvents and vehicles. 

This “tank farm” enables the company 
to keep a large supply of raw materials 
on hand at all times. The farm, com- 
pletely enclosed to keep the paint vehicles 
at a constant temperature, contains over 
260,000 gallons of liquids fed from 36 
pipe lines in ground tunnels to the third 
floor of the factory. 

Both the tank farm and factory area 
are equipped with explosion-proof elec- 
tric wiring and an inert gas system which 
blankets the tank farm against explosion. 

Interior decorators utilized over 50 
colors of DeSoto paint throughout the 
factory, warehouse and office and labora-

tory space. 

The management of DeSoto pioneered 
in the experimental work involved in 
suspending from the ceiling pebble ball 
mills on rubber mounts. The mills when 
fully loaded weigh 104,000 pounds. 

In the past, these mills have been 
mounted on the floors of paint factories, 
but DeSoto experimented in an effort 
to save floor space and to speed up fill- 
ing and emptying operations. 

The largest of these mills produces 
from 1,000 to 2,000 gallons of paint in 
one batch, depending on the type of 
paint. The system has proven very suc- 
cessful both in ease of operation and free- 
dom of movement underneath. 

The multi-million dollar plant was 
opened in Dallas replacing one aban- 
doned in Memphis. 

The plant is headed by M. H. Warren 
who has been plant manager and vice 
president of DeSoto since 1949. Mr. 
Warren is a retired Air Force colonel 
with 19 years of service.

Women’s and children’s spring and 
summer apparel everything from foun- 
dation garments to evening dresses — 
were shown by exhibitors both on live 
models and on racks in the Baker and 
Adolphus Hotel showrooms.

years. Benbrook and Grapevine dams 
already have been completed. The project 
was created by the Rivers and Harbors 
Act of 1945 to provide reservoirs in the 
Dallas and Fort Worth floodways. 

Ten towns in the East Fork Valley, and 
possibly Dallas, will draw municipal and 
industrial water from Lavon dam, which 


stretches 9,540 feet — almost two miles 
— across the East Fork Valley. 

In Collin County, Lavon Lake will 
cover some 11,080 acres at normal level 
and over 20,000 acres at its highest level. 
It will have a shoreline of 83 miles. 

Congressman Sam Rayburn of Bon- 
ham was chief speaker at the dedication.

Tue Civil Aeronautics Board 
last month gave a go-ahead signal on one 
of the most important and far-reaching 
air route proceedings ever held. 

In an order dated October 15, the 
Board said it would consider a number 
of applications for new routes and route 
extensions involving additional air service 
between Texas and Oklahoma cities and 
the Northeast. 

Airlines’ officials already refer to the 
proceeding informally as “the Dallas 
service case” because of Dallas’ dominant 
position in the various route proposals 
under consideration. 

Five major certificated airlines — 
Braniff, Capital, Delta-C.&S., Eastern and 
United — have applications for service 
between Dallas and the Northeast which 
are scheduled for C.A.B. consideration 
in this proceeding. An uncertified carrier, 
North American Airlines, is also an appli- 
cant in the proceeding, asking for a cer- 
tificated route from Dallas to New York. 

Dallas is confident that it will be able 
to show compelling need for additional 
air service, and that this proceeding will 
result in certification of one or more addi- 
tional carriers between Dallas and the 
Northeast. 

In the adjoining columns, DALLAS 
present statements from the president or 
board chairman of each of the five cer- 
tificated airlines, in which each of these 
chief executives outlines “the case” for 
his company’s application to provide new 
air service for Dallas.

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General Motors to Build Training Center 


General Motors will erect this building for a training cen- 
ter at Shiloh Road and McCree Road in Garland, just north- 
east of the Dallas city limits. The center will boast 26,000 
square feet and will train about 5,000 mechanics a year. The 
center will have eight specialized shop classrooms, one for 
each of the following GM divisions: Chevrolet, Pontiac, Olds- 
mobile, Buick, Cadillac, GM truck and coach, Fisher Body and 
United Motors Service. Training will deal mainly with the re- 
pair and servicing of the latest technological advances such 
as air conditioning, power steering, power brakes, and so 
forth. General Motors will place 35 such centers in strategic 
cities across the nation, chiefly to instruct mechanics from GM 


car and truck dealerships, mechanics from independent shops 
who enroll through United Motors service and mechanics 
employed by owners of GM vehicle fleets. The center, staffed 
with a manager and eight instructors, will serve the northeast 
Texas area. Each classroom will be accoustically treated and 
equipped with special service tools and other teaching aids 
for automotive mechanical instruction. An auditorium with a 
seating capacity of 250 will cover a space 40 by 100 feet. 
It will be complete with stage and equipment and may be 
divided in half when smaller groups meet. Ample parking 
space will be provided and a kitchen and cafeteria with a 
seating capacity of 150 will be included.

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First Texas

50 Years Old 


This year marks the fiftieth anniversary 
of another pioneer Texas industry, the 
First Texas Chemical Company. Organ- 
ized in Paris, Texas, in 1901, the com- 
pany was the first of its kind to enter the 
field of pharmaceutical manufacturing in 
the state. Even then the distribution ad- 
vantages of Dallas were apparent to the 
company and its first president, M. R. 
Bruckner, reorganized the firm in 1903 
and moved to Dallas. Originally it occu- 
pied a small frame building at 111 South 
Market Street. 

That same year, the present head of 
the firm, V. M. Payne, joined the company 
in Dallas as its first salesman. For many 
years he constituted the entire sales force. 
During the intervening years the First 
Texas Chemical Company has been head- 
ed by such outstanding names in Dallas 
business as Colonel C. C. Slaughter, J. L. 
Lovejoy, Albert Handley, C. W. Leete and 
J. S. Keene. 

The present $500,000.00 three-story 
stone and steel plant of the First Texas 
Chemical Company is a far cry from the 
modest quarters that marked its entry 
into Dallas. Now located at 1810 North 
Lamar, the last improvement to its physi- 
cal plant recently completed, involved an 
investment of more than $200,000. 

Mr. Payne recalls that the firm began 
business in Texas at a very fortunate time 
when many discoveries and advances were

Today, the Dallas plant of the First 
Texas Chemical Company, manufactures 
a complete line of pharmaceuticals and 
specialties for distribution to wholesale 
and retail drug firms and _ hospitals 
throughout the South and Southwest. The 
firm recently opened a distribution branch 
in Atlanta. 

From an organization that in 1903 
could be numbered on the fingers of one 
hand, the firm has expanded its employ- 
ment to more than 50 in its Dallas plant 
and 31 salesmen now represent it across 
the South.

Employment Here Shows 
10 Percent Increase 


The Texas Employment Commission 
offices in Dallas has placed 61,895 per- 
sons in jobs this year through the month 
of September. For the first nine months 
the city showed an increase of 10 per 
cent over the same period last year. 

September showed an increase of seven 
per cent over the month last year by 
placing 6,719 persons on jobs, the T.E.C. 
said. 

Of the total, 2,239 took jobs in whole- 
sale and retail trade firms. Manufacturing 
took 1,565 employes; construction hired 
754, and utilities put 208 to work. 

Business and personal services hired 
625 persons; finance-insurance-real estate, 
184; households, 1,103, and government 
and other, 41. 

Besides industrial placements, T.E.C. 
placed 6,988 farm workers during Septem- 
ber — mostly in cotton harvesting. Prac- 
tically all the seasonal farm workers cur- 
rently employed are local workers, Dis- 
trict Director M. R. Kelly said.

supplementary transport was purely local 
and confined to horse drawn vehicles. 
Today, the department spends as much 
or more time on motor freight as on rail 
rates and problems. 

Through the years the department has 
rendered substantial service to Dallas 
shippers and Southwestern carriers by 
appearing at hearings, supplementing the 
efforts of railroads to extend their service 
and working with motor freight lines. 

About 1920, the motor truck began 
to assume rising importance in the trans- 
port picture of the Southwest and the 
department has been working with that 
industry since its inception. Just as avia- 
tion development monopolizes the head- 
lines today and the activities of the avia- 
tion department of the Chamber are front- 
page news, the transportation department 
took the headlines during the early days 
of development of rail and truck service 
for Dallas. 

Today Dallas is the outstanding rail- 
road transportation center of the South- 
west and its position as a center of high- 
way transportation is approached by only 
two other cities in America. The work of 
the transportation department of the 
Chamber is today largely routine, but 
none the less important. 

Last year the department quoted 6,211 
rates by mail and 4,274 rates by telephone. 
This year it has already quoted 4,766 
rates by mail and 3,691 by telephone. 

Last year its manager attended 93 meet- 
ings of such organizations as the Texas 
Industrial Traffic League, Southwest Ship- 
pers Advisory Council, Southwest Motor 
Shippers Conference, Industrial Traffic 
Managers Association and others. 

It handles a tremendous volume of de- 
tail and mailing that aggregates a hundred 
thousand letters a year. It is constantly at 
work on matters that involve the welfare 
of Dallas shippers and providing them in- 
formation to enable them to give better 
service. 

For the first time in many years, the 
department this year actively supported 
a rail carriers application for new service 
to Dallas —the Santa Fe extension of 
a new $4,000,000 line from Sanger. 

Since 1945 F. E. Rice has been associ- 
ated with Mr. Goodstein in the depart- 
ment and is today its chief clerk. Mr. 
Rice recently completed a course in inter- 
state commerce law prescribed by the 
College of Advance Traffic of Chicago.

The 
department has bridged the gap of Dallas 
transportation from a city of less than 
a hundred thousand to a metropolitan 
center of a half-million and more. 

And just as the pioneer business leaders 
of Dallas knew the value of its first rail 
junction, W. A. Rowsey, chairman of the 
present Chamber Transportation Com- 
mittee and its other members, know what 
surface transportation means to Dallas’ 
future. 

Transportation is the key to Dallas’ 
position as the distribution center of the 
Southwest, and the transportation depart- 


ment is one of the most important divis- 
ions of the Dallas Chamber of Commerce 
today.

RAFFIC jams and overcrowded shopping days were no problem in Dallas 

in the nineties as pictured in the above view* of Elm Street. Dinky 
street cars clanged up and down the street to slightly annoy the hay-burners 
hitched at the curbs or leisurely conveying goods and customers, Dallas was 
approaching 40,000 population at the turn of the century and in 1902 T. M. 
Cullum and W. A. Boren set up a small two-man business that originally 
occupied the ground floor of a three-story building at Elm and Griffin. The 
rest of the building was the private domain of the fabulous son of Hetty 
Green, the late E. H. R. Green who brought the first automobile to Dallas. 
After a few years of getting established, the business grew and the young 
sporting goods firm purchased the building from the late Judge M. M. Crane. 
Just a few years later Mr. Boren sold his interest in the business but the name 
of the firm has continued unchanged, Mr. Cullum traveled for the firm during 
the early days and helped establish its jobbing business. Soon after moving 
to its present quarters the firm also got into manufacturing and today Red 
Fox Athletic Uniforms are standard throughout the Southwest. Today in its 
fifty-first year the firm is recognized nationally and throughout the Southwest 
in the field of sporting goods and athletic equipment.
